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Just  before  Christmas  KPFA  subscribers  received  a  letter  outlining  four  new  projects 
for  improvement  and  expansion  of  KPFA's  services:  a  new  antenna  to  restore  the  signal 
to  52,000  watts,  a  new  studio  for  improved  production  and  program  development,  a 
KPFA  Record-label  for  recordings  of  important  contemporary  music,  and  the  expansion 
of  the  KPFA  Folio  into  a  monthly  journal  of  literature  and  opinion.  Despite  the  demands 
of  the  holiday,  subscribers  generously  contributed  $1,245.50  toward  initiating  these 
projects.  It  was  interesting  to  note  that  $938.00  of  his  contributed  sum  was  undesignated 
—presumably  to  be  used  for  such  projects  as  were  most  urgent. 

Highest  total  earmarked  for  a  special  project  was  $140.00  for  the  new  antenna.  The 
new  antenna  array  actually  arrived  at  KPFA  the  second  week  in  February.  It  should  be 
up  by  the  end  of  February.  $900  was  needed  for  its  financing  and  installation.  Restored 
52  kw  power  will  bring  back  fringe  area  listeners  and  help  increase  subscriptions  through- 
out Northern  California, 

Second  highest  total  of  contributions  thus  far  is  for  the  new  journal.  The  KPFA  Folio, 
which  will  perpetuate  some  of  the  best  work  broadcast  by  the  station  as  well  as  attract 
serious  literature  and  discourse  from  writers  who  have  seldom  thought  of  broadcasting  as 
a  medium  for  their  work.  The  KPFA  Folio,  with  the  monthly  program  schedule  as  the 
magazine's  last  section,  wall  be  available  in  this  area  only  to  KPFA  subscribers,  and  will 
be  included  in  the  regular  $10  subscription.  It  will  have  a  modest  national  circulation 
simply  on  its  merits  as  a  periodical. 

Third  in  the  total  of  earmarked  donations  was  the  new  studio,  to  be  constructed  by 
volunteer  labor.  The  studio  will  make  possible  the  production  and  recording  of  programs 
before  the  hour  of  11  pm,  when  many  of  KPFA's  present  broadcasts  must  be  recorded— 
there  being  no  production  facilities  available  while  the  station  is  on  the  air. 

The  KPFA  Record-Label  is  an  undertaking  which  will  depend  upon  subscriptions-in- 
advance  to  the  issue  of  exceptional  recordings  of  contemporary  music,  $200  is  the  goal  for 
printing  and  mailing  a  brochure  on  the  first  recording  planned, 
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Listeners  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  our  transmitter  who  have  difficulty  receiving 
KPFA,  may  now  hear  all  KPFA's  programs  broadcast  over  KPFB  at  89.3  megacycles.
